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CHINA 


DESPITE three amateur stations currently op- 
erating from the People's Republic of China, 
BY was still Number 8 in our latest Worldwide 
Countries Needed Survey. In fact, although 
the combined contact total for BYIPK, BY8AA 
and BY4AA is over 5,000, half of which have 
been with Japanese stations, China is needed 
even there (see JA Survey elsewhere in this 
issue). A recent visitor to both BY1PK and 
BY8AA sheds some light on the situation: 


On Nov 25, KIMM operated BY1PK on 20 Meters 
CW, from 0030 to 0155. Despite poor conditions, 
he managed 200 contacts. Bill worked W6 and 
W8,9, and 9, all with weak signals. Bill left 
a 1S430 and accessories there, for eventual 
transport to Chengdu, to BYSAA. Bill's wife 
Karen was also granted operating permission 
but she was not allowed to work SSB. 


At Chengdu, Bill met with BY8AA operators 
XXAN, LML, YIY, and YOR (a YL). Three receiv- 
ers with long wire antennas were there, but 
not a transmitter in sight. Get this...the 
500-watt commercial transmitter is 30 kM from 
the receiving site. Why? The receiving site 
is downtown, at the Childrens' Palace, for 
public relations purposes, but TVI is so bad 
(Chengdu has 4 million residents) that the 
transmitter must be in the countryside. The 
operators key the transmitter through a de- 
dicated cable 30 kM long! It remains to be 
seen what can be done with the TS430S, a 
transceiver, when it shows up at BY8AA 


Anyhow, BY8AA's logbook had about 2000 con- 
tacts, a thousand JAs, 500 W's, and 500 others. 
Of the 500 U.S., seventeen were with Wl. Of 
course, KIMM found his QSL in the file. As 
for BY4AA at Shanghai, the opening operation 
by several JA operators last Fall netted 1200 
contacts, of which two (that's right, two) 
were with the U.S. There seems to have been 
little if any activity from BY4AA since 
then. 


When JA1BK and JAiMIN were at BY1PK 
last month, operators from the other two 
stations came to Beijing for "training." 
Twenty youngsters are currently being 
taught radio at BY8AA, also.

HOW TO WORK THE LACCADIVES 
(from North America) 


WE ARE STILL EXPECTING VU7WCY sometime after 
Dec 15, per Issue 217. This time of year, 
when days are shortest, is notoriously some 
of the worst HF propagation. We will ten- 
tatively assign this operation a "9" on the 
TDXB Official Hair-Pulling and Wastebasket- 
Kicking Scale. Here are some tips: 


10 METERS: forget it. 
15 METERS: depends on the Solar Flux. Path 


is virtually identical to that for Southern 
India and Sri Lanka. Check 15 early, around 
1100Z, for strong Europeans and especially for 
UL7 and other Asian USSR. The possible open- 
ing will be 1100-15002 for the Eastern U.S., 
an hour or two later for the Western states. 
This is Short path. There is almost no chance 
of an evening opening. 


20 METERS: this will, of course, be the band. 
Watch the Long Path starting at 1100Z in the 
East, a little later out West. Check the Short 
Path starting around 2300Z through 03002 or so 


40 METERS: a "sleeper." Conditions on this 
band the past few weeks have been nothing short 
of phenomenal. There is both a morning opening 
to India (Long Path) starting around 1100Z and 
an evening opening (Short Path) 2300-01002. 

The morning opening to the U.S. is at about 

ll p.m. in Japan, and the competition will be 
stiff, but the 2300Z opening is around noon 

in Japan and they will have no propagation. 


80 METERS: well, this is the best time of 
year for this band in the Northern Hemisphere 
We have never heard VU from here in the morn- 
ing, but they do come through 2300Z-0200Z or 
so. It might be worth a shot!
